Wisconsin, the forerunner in much 
of the country’s experiments in poli­ 
tical legislation, was the first state to 
adopt a Presidential primary. In 1905 
its residents elected delegates to the 
national party conventions. 
This replaced the long standing 
caucuses of the party faithful at local 
conventions 
held 
throughout 
the 
Badger state. 
Pennsylvania went into a modifica­ 
tion of the plan a year later and in 1910 
Oregon took the process one step 
further toward what is the prevailing 
model today in over 30 states. The 
voters not only elected the delegates 
but 
expressed 
their 
preference 
between the announced Presidential 
and Vice Presidential candidates. 
Oregon’s departure 
was 
hailed 
widely as rendering party bosses in 
smoke filled rooms a defunct species. 
The one innovation in the Oregon 
model is today’s public opinion poll 
advertised by its researchers as a well 
nigh infallible indicator of where the 
Presidential hopefuls stand at any 
given moment prior to their confron­ 
tation under the main tent. 
The Bicentennial year and February

Helping Earthquake Victims 


Baroda Congregation 


BARO DA — Members of the 
Baroda Church of (iod are 
working to assist their friends 
in earthquake-torn (Juatemala. 
The 
response 
of 
the 
parishioners is because of their 
three-year involvement with the 
(iuatemalan people, according 
to the Rev. Dennis Kissell, pas­ 
tor. 
According 
to 
A.ssociated 
Press 
report, 
the 
massive 
earthquake , 
which 
rolled 
through Guatemala City Feb. 4 
registered 7.5 on the Richter 
scale and left more than 15,000 
dead, 40,000 injured and 200,000 
homeless. 
The Rev, Kissell said, last 
year the Baroda congregation 
supplied over 200,000 vitamins 
to the Rev. Isai ('alderon and his 
medical assistants for distribu­ 
tion in the same areas hit by the 
earthquake. 
The Rev. Kissell last year also 
served as tour director twice for 
Church of ('kkI members who 
wanted to see “mis,sions in ac­ 
tion.” 
Eight members of the Baroda 
Church of (Iod spent one or 
more 
weeks 
last 
year 
in 
Guatemala assisting the Church 
of (;od there. 
The Rev. Kissell reports he 
has had direct word from Gua­ 
temala 
twice 
since 
the 
earthquake by radio to the 
United 
States 
and 
then 
telephone from the Southwest. 
He says at least two of the 
homes where he stayed in Gua­ 
temala were completely des­ 
troyed and most of the villages 
he 
visited 
suffered 
great 
damage. 
Many of the areas, which are 
within 25 miles of Ciuatemala 
(’ity, are still cut off except by 
air. 
At the Mission Headquarters 
Building in Guatemala, the Rev. 
Calderon and his wife are 
sU>eping in the front yard of the 
damaged building so they can 
bt* 
near 
their 
working 
telephone. Their family was 
aslwp inside the building when 
the quake struck, but all are 
rt'portetl safe. 
()n Saturday, Feb. 7, the Rev. 
Calderon attempted to take food 
supplies to Twpan, one of the 
village's hardest hit. According 


to the Rev. Kissel! the pastor in 
Tecpan 
had 
lost 
three 
grandchildren and members of 
his church with many injured. 
There has been little or no food 
available to the families. 
One of the problems, accord­ 
ing to the Rev. Kissell, is that it 
is difficult for the government 
to learn what the villages need 
because 
of 
the 
language 
differences. 
En Boca del Monte is only 12 
miles from the Rev. Calderon, 
but he has been unable to reach 
the people there. The pastor in 
Pat/un reported his daughter 
and two sons were killed in the 
earthquake and when asked 
about various buildings, he 
answered, “It is gone.” 
According to the Rev. Kissell, 
the ('lUatemalan government, 
with the assistance of many 
other nations in the Americas, 
is doing an excellent job of 
helping the people. 
He said the rebuilding of 
Guatemala should be faster 
than in Managua, Nicaragua. 
He visited Managua after the 
1972 earthquake and again last 
November following a visit to 
Guatemala. 
He said he found the condi­ 
tions in Managua still greatly 
deprt*ssed, but that “most of it 
seemed to be because people 
were afraid to reinvest 
in 
business because of the political 
situation.” 
The Rev. Kissell said, “Gua­ 
temala 
has 
a 
democratic 
republic which places more 
emphasis on the will of the 
people. While many business 
were taken over by the govern­ 
ment fallowing the Managua 
earthquake, I do not see this 
happening 
in 
(iuatemala. 
People will be more willing to 
borrow to reestablish business. 
The government will assist in 
rebuilding net'essary businesses 
without taking c'ontrol of them. 
The fr(*e enterprise system will 
work faster and better in Gua­ 
temala.” 
The pastor said the congrega­ 
tion will wait until all the roads 
are open and the country is able 
to stabilize somewhat to assist 
the Guatemalans because it is 
not helpful to rush a plane to 
Guatemala City now when all

the governments and large or­ 
ganizations are tr\ ing to help. 
In a month or three months, 
the major assistance will be 
gone but people will still need 
special medical care. Their 
diets 
will 
need

Many people will 
need the encouragement that 
can come by knowing friends 
have not forgotten them and 
some families will need rehxa- 
tion. 
By that time, the Rev. Kissell 
said, they will 1k‘ the forgotten 
people of the world.

maintain their dignity while 
working and assisting as we 
would our own brothers. There 
is so much to do. now all we can 
d(( is get ready.”

Hearsts Say No 
To Terrorists

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Two years ago the Symbionese 
Liberation Army kidnaped Pa­ 
tricia 
Hearst, 
labeled 
her 
parents fascist pigs and forced 
them to give $2 million in food to 
the poor. 
Now another band of self- 
styled revolutionaries has tar­ 
geted the Hearsts for more 
terrorist acts and asserts their 
daughter would t>e dead if she 
were free on bail. 
A communique Friday signed 
by the New World Liberation 
FYont claimed responsibility for 
a bombing a day earlier at the 
famed Hearst castle at San 
Simeon. 
It gave the Hearsts 48 hours to 
reuse their daughter’s defense 
in her bank robbery trial and to 
contribute 
$250,000 
to 
the 
defense of two SLA members in 
Los Angeles. 
E.J. Kleines, a Hearst farpily 
attorney, said Randolph A. 
Hearst, Patricia’s father, would 
not comply with the terrorists’ 
demands. 
The communique said if the 
demands were not met the $1 
million-plus bombing Thursday 
at the San Simeon estate would 
“only be the beginning.” 
“They’re just a bunch of 
maniacs, just a bunch of 
maniacs,” sighed Hearst after 
reading a copy of the letter 
during a recess on the 14th day 
of Miss Hearst’s bank robbery 
trial. 
Another of his five daughters, 
Anne, stood beside him. She 
looked up and said, “It just 
never seems to stop, does it?” 
and Hearst replied. “No, it 
doesn’t.” 
The FBI said it believes the 
communique 
was 
authentic 
because it resembled previous 
letters from the NWLF claiming 
responsibility for numerous San 
Francisco Bay area bombings.

“We have two theories,” said

put the bomb there during a 
tour, or someone came up at 
another time and planted the 
bomb with a long timing 
device. ” 
The Casa del Sol has eight 
bedrooms, eight bathrooms and 
two living rooms on three levels. 
Besides structural damage, the 
explosion fragmented several 
priteless art objects including a 
4th Century B.C. stone lion. 


CBS Newsman Takes Blame 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Television newsman Daniel Schorr says 
he arranged newspaper publication of the House intelligence 
ctimmittee’s secret final report because. “I could not be the one 
responsible for suppressing the report.” Schorr, a correspondent 
for CBS. describc*d Friday “the inescapable decision of journalis­ 
tic conscience” that he said faced him when he became aware he 
might be the only person outside government with a copy of the 
report. CBS said it will not comment on Schorr’s statement 
“because of the possibility of a federal investigation” into the 
publication of the report, which had been suppressed by a vote of 
the full House. Schorr gave no indication who leaked it to him. 
Drugs A ^Deliberate Plan’ 


BAY CITY', Mich. (AP) — Concentrated sale of drugs in the 
black community is a “deliberate plan on the part of whites,” 
charges a black New York City educator. Preston Wilcox, assis­ 
tant profi*ssor at Columbia University, spoke to about 100 persons 
in a black history class sponsored by Della College this week. 
•The whites want to replaw heroin with methadone, which is just 
another drug.” said WUcox. “A shot of methadone last 24 hours, 
instead of six hours for heroin. You need to be on welfare to be on 
methadone. So we have a bunch of zombies walking around on 
welfare and on methadone.” He accused police of condoning drug 
use in the black community. “Police are like occupational troops. 
They’re there to make sure drugs are kept in our c-ommunity and 
not in their community. Drugs are a political problem,” he said. 
“There are deliberate attempts by whites to anesthetize black 
people, so as to deny our existence.” Wilcox works in social 
counseling in Harlem, where he said there are 600 drug addicts in 
one block.

Thousands of cattle and millions of chickens were dc*stn»yi‘d after 
eating the poisont*d feed. The Michigan Department of Agriculture 
said another 2,000 cattle are awaiting destructKm.

There's a knack to cutting 
glass to replace a window pane, 
but it’s something you can learn 
w lh a little practice. 
Do it three or times with some 
scrap glass and you’ll suddenly 
find yourself geting the hang of 
it. 
T^e glass should be cut 
slightly 
sm aller 
than 
the 
dimensions of the frame into 
which it will be placed. This 
allows for irregularities and ex­ 
pansion. Deduct abo\jt one 16th 
of an inch (Visih inch maximum) 
from each 
dimension. 
The 
frame is constructed to permit 
this leeway. 
Before making the cut, be 
certain the glass is absolutely 
clear. 
Place the glass on newspapers 
which are on a flat surface, such 
as a workbench. Use a straigh­ 


tedge, prefer&bly metal, to 
guide the wheel of the cutter. 
Put a fe>k drops of turpentine or 
kerosene along the line of the 
cut. Hold the cutter firmly and 
almost vertically. Begin at the 
part of the glass farthest from 
you, drauing the cutter towards 
you. 
Use fairly heavy pressure, 
moving the cutter so that a line 
is scored in the single long 
stroke. 
When you practice, you may 
find that you have no trouble 
making the cut, but that you run 
into difficulty when you attempt 
to break off the scrap glass from 
the part to be used in the frame. 
My method, evolved after 


experimenting, is to tap gently 
along the underside of the cut, 
move the glass carefully so that 
the scrap part overhangs the 
wofkbench, then snap it off 
firmly with one hand while 1 
hold the glass uith the other. 
For this snapping operation. I 
put on work gloves. 
Your cutter has a notched 
edge. This should be used when 
snapping off narrow strips of 
glass. 
Is all this worthwhile? It is 
when you have some old glass 
on hand that can be used or 
when your hardware store or 
glass dealer charges considera­ 
bly more for cutting the glass to 
exact dimension that for one of

JIM PALMER: 


The ComebacK king Who Was 
"Ready to Give Up Baseball" 


—Jim Palmer^ right-hander for the 
.Baltimore Orioles, is only 30, but 
he's already staged two major come- 
backs. In 1974 he suffered from arm 
trouble and posted a paltry 7-12 
record. Then, last'year, he led the 
major leagues with 10 shutouts 
and a 2.09 earned run average, the 
best of his career; and he tied 
Jim "Catfish" Hunter of the Yankees 
for the most victories, 23. His 23-11 
record earned him his second 
Cy Young Award for the American 
League.... Jim was an early sensa- 
tion. He posted a 15-10 record for 
Baltimore In 1966 and became the 
youngest man ever to toss a shutout 
in a World Series. But trouble 
arrived the following spring when Jim 
fell prey to back and shoulder mis- 
eries. "Things mn so bad," ha 
recall*, "that when the Oriole* sent 
me to their minor-league team In, 
Rochester, I couldn't strike anybody 
out at all. Sine* the team wn 
fighting for • pennant In tho Inter- 
national League, thty decided I 
would be hurting them HI stayed 
around. So they shipped ma to 
Miami." Finally, Palmer was sent 
to Puerto Rico to pitch winter ball 
In 1988. "I dldn'l IhlnK it would do 
tiny Qoodf iw rvcwn. I w*u MI 99\ 
to give up baseball. I knaw mat 
wa» my last chance to snow the 
Oriotot I could pitch." But Palmer 
regained his touch in Puerto Rico, 
and when he rejoined the Orioles In 
1969, he posted a 1M mark, then ~ 
racked up 20 or more wins each of 
the next four summers.... Jim 
hopes that his 1975 success will' 
trigger the same sort of winning 
st'reak.

The Comeback King Who Was 
“Ready to Give Up Baseball” 


Jim Palmer, right-hander for the 
Baltimore Orioles, is only 30, but 
he’s already staged two major come­ 
backs. In 1974 he suffered from arm 
trouble and posted a paltry 7-12 
record. Then, last year, he led the 
major leagues with 10 shutouts 
and a 2.09 earned run average, the 
best of his career; and he tied 
Jim “ Catfish” Hunter of the Yankees 
for the most victories, 23. His 23-11 
record earned him his second 
Cy Young Award for the American 
League___Jim was an early sensa­ 
tion. He posted a 15-10 record for 
Baltimore in 1966 and became the 
youngest man ever to toss a shutout 
in a World Series. But trouble 
arrived the following spring when Jim 
fell prey to back and shoulder mis­ 
eries. “Things were so bad,” he 
recalls, “that when the Orioles sent 
me to their minor-league team in 
Rochester, I couldn’t strike anybody 
out at all. Since the team was 
fighting for a pennant in the Inter­ 
national League, they decided I 
would be hurting them if I stayed 
around. So they shipped me to 
Miami.” Finally, Palmer was sent 
to Puerto Rico to pitch winter ball 
in 1968.

Exercise: How Much 
Is the Right Amount? 


It’s simple but true: it’s 
how many mets you burn 
that makes the difference. 
We all know that regular 
exercise reduces the risk 
of heart disease. Those 
who exercise have less 
body weight, less body 
fat, and better breathing while exercising. In on« study, 
It was shown that, even for men 60 and over, seven weeks 
of exercise training usually restored fitness to the level of a 
person 10 to 20 years younger! But what exercise is best? 
And how much? Generally, active exercise (running, 
walking, swimming, cycling, etc.) is better than passive 
exercise (Isometrics, moving furniture, lifting weights). 
Exercise is rated on energy expenditure. This rating is 
called metabolic equivalents or mets. Here is a sample of 
metabolic expenditure in mets: polishing furnHure, 2; 
making t>eds, 3; showering, ZVz; golfing, 4; gardening, A'/i; 
walking downstairs, AVz; walking upstairs, J'h; shoveling 
snow, 7; bicycling, 9. Let your doctor decide how many 
mets you should burn. It will depend on your age, health and 
physical conditioning.

Today high school 
absentee rates of 10 to 
15 percent are not 
unusual and some city _ 
schools have up to 30 
percent. The results: 
dramatic increases of 
daytime crime caused 
by truants. Those children who are absent and adrift during 
the school day are definitely exposed to increased 
temptation. There’s also an obvious failure-cycle that days 
out of school can create. As the days increase, the young­ 
ster falls further behind and becomes more discouraged. 
In one study, almost 73 percent of school dropouts had 
poor attendance records the previous year. Parents them­ 
selves may unconsciously influence their children against 
school. When parents frequently criticize the school, young 
people are likely to act out parents’ attitudes by deciding, 
“I don’t want to go today.” Parents who want to increase 
children’s attendance can encourage them to participate 
in school-sponsored activities. Students who belong to 
clubs, teams, bands, etc., have shown lower absenteeism 
than non-belongers.
